Vice-chairman of the conference is Dr. Kevin Campbell of the University 
of Iowa. About 36 participants from North America, Europe and Japan tenta¬ 
tively have accepted invitations depending on financial support. I have 
enclosed a list of these participants to provide a feeling of the high quality 
multidisciplinary nature of our meeting. This program and meeting are 
unique. Whereas other conferences are held on specific areas of Ca ++ 
research, our’s combines physiology, pharmacology, cell biology, biochemistry, 
molecular biology and the neurosciences. The remarkable progress made in this 
field over the past years wiLl insure a timely and innovative conference in 
1989. We are emphasizing how basic science has provided insight and appli¬ 
cation to problems of clinical relevance involving defects in Ca ++ metabolism 
or action. 


As always, the key to a successful conference is financial support. I am 
trying to raise about $23,000 for partial support of participants travel and, 
registration expenses. Providing such support requires an average of $1000 
per scientist. I am writing you to inquire about securing a financial contri¬ 
bution. We hope to make funds available to young investigators as well as to 
the more senior invited speakers. The conference will be announced by PASEB 
in March of 1989. Judging from past experience many more applications will be 
received than can be accepted since attendance is limited to 130. It is 
imperative to involve young peopLe in such a meeting, but they frequently have 
the most limited resources.
